The Superintending School Committee, having at- 
tended to the duties of their appointment, would 
respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


Although the subject before them is one of very 
great magnitude, and which is intimately connected 
with the general interests of the community—your 
Committee are aware that the space they are expec- 
ted to occupy, at the present time, will render it nec- 
essary for them to be brief in their remarks and o- 
mit many particulars, respecting the several Schools, 
with which they have become acquainted. 

1, Sumineyv Sihools. 

Schools were taught by females in the Summer, 
in most of the Districts. "These were visited and 
examined and generally they exhibited evidence of 
attention, and faithfulness on the part of the teachers, 
and also of application and improvement on the part 
of the scholars. Several of these schools, your 
Committee consider, as deserving special recommen- 
dation. Subscriptions were raised to sustain whol- 
ly, or to extend the terms of some of them, an effort, 
which is certainly creditable to those Districts, but 
which renders it more difficult for your Committee 
to present a definite accountof the summer schools, 
as supported by the town. 

2. THinter Schools, : 


Schools have been taught in all the Districts th 
past Winter, excepting in No. 16. ‘hese your Com- 
mittee have visited twice with the exception of three 
or four, in which instances they were not inform- 
ed of the close of the schools,or the weather rendered 
it impracticable to visit. 
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Recapitulation. Whole number of weeks taught 
by male teachers, 2294 ; do. taught by female teach- 
ers in winter term 55—total, 2844 ; making an. in- 
crease of 563 weeks over the number of the preceed- 
ing year. 

cholars. ‘lhe whole number of scholars, 1109 ; 
and, after deducting 39 which were reported last ° 
year in District No. 20, which belonged to Bos- 
cawen and the present number exceeds that of the 
preceeding year by 99. |

Were they tospeak in general terms, your commit 
tee would say that the schools the past year have 
sustained a fair character and have been profitable ; 
that this is not saying all which the merit of some 
require, your committee are aware, and also, they 
regret to say, that to aremark so general, there are 
found exceptions. ' 

In the opinion of your committee, the following 
schools are deserving of particular commendation, 
in view of their government, improvement and gen- 
eral appearance, viz: | 

No. 7, taught by Mr. Nathan K. Abbot. 
No. 10, 6 & Mr. Moses H. Clough.

In the schools in Districts No. 2, 3, 9 and 12 
there appeared to be a deficiency in government and 
improvement, although no cases of insubordination 
- were reported except in No. 9; an instance occured 
in this school to which the special attention of the 
committee was called ; they visited the school and 
enquired into the difficulty and obtained from the 
scholar who had refused to obey the orders of the 
school a pledge of obedience. ‘This however, did 
not secure the end desired, and the instructor thought 
it best to leave, before the term had expired. A few — 
instances of falsehood and profanity have occured, — 
but ede gd the morals of the scholars have been 

ood. 

F In Districts No. 2, 7, and 14, your committee are 
happy to report that the school houses have been 
thoroughly repaired and are now in fine order, which 
evinces the interest that those Districts take in the 
subject of education. It is very much to be desired 
that an an opportunity might be had to report the 
same of some other Districts in town, of whose in- 
terest inthe improvement of the rising generation, 
your committee would be unwilling to judge by the 
present unfavorable appearances of their school 
houses. Andit isthe hope of the committee that 
their successors will have the privilege in the next an- 
nual report to state that Districts No. 3, 15, 18 and 
19 have followed the example of the above, and pro- 
vided comfortable. and convenient rooms for their 
schools. 

It is to be feared that our commonschools do not 
receive that attention which their importance de- 
mands. Your committee believe that “they are the 
primary means of a nation’s intelligence,” the sources 
and the guardians of freedom. ‘The security of our 
privileges is certainly found in the virtue and _intelli- 
gence of the people—who, taken asa whole must 
receive that education which is afforded only in our 
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common schools. On these are depending our civil 
and literary institutions. | 

Considering their importance, the question will 
naturally arise, in what way can our schools best be 
sustained? As an answer in part to, this question, 
your committee wish to advert to the following par- 
ticulars, as being important to the prosperity of our 
schools. Furst, the members of a District should be 
sufficiently interested to attend its meetings. Second, 
care should be had that a suitable person be selected 
as agent—one that will exert himself. Third, The 
agent should take special pains to engage a compe- 
petent teacher. ‘I’oo many make little or no effort, 
neglect their duty until the best teachers are engag- 
ed, and then employ the first and cheapest that can 
befound. On this point your committe wish to say, 
especially, that no teacher should be engaged until 
he or she has been examined and recommended by 
the committee. ‘The committee are placed in un- 
pleasant circumstances to refuse a recommendation, 
after the individual has engaged to teach. Besides 
this,the agent ought not to employ a teacher without 
some satisfactory information of his qualifications for 
the work. Fourth, Parents and Guardians should 
discover to the school that they are greatly interested 
in its prosperity—should visit it, and especially should 
second the efforts of the instructor and sustain him in 
the government of the school, ever discountenancing 
all insubordination on the part. of scholars. Your 
committee regretted to hear that the agent of the 
District in which the most difficulty in government 
occurred the past winter, advised the teacher “not to 
correct the larger scholars, but make complaint. it 
they conducted improperly and have them expelled.” 

Fifth, Suitable booksshould be selected and a suffi- 
cient number provided to supply each scholar. A 
uniformity is necessary, that the scholars may. be 
classed and the teacher not be under the necessity 
of hearing each one separately. As school books — 
have become numerous it is more difficult to make a 
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judicious selection. ‘Thelaw regulating our prima- 
ry schools, makes it the duty of the superintending 
committee “ to direct and determine the class books 
to be used in the respective classes,” and after a care- 
ful examination, your committe have selected and 
recommended the following list of books, as being in 
their judgment the best adapted to the present state 
of the schools ; viz. 

The Bible, Webster’s New Spelling Book, N. H. 
Book for Children, Popular Lessons, Parley’s 
First and Second Book of History, Historical 
Reader, Porter’s Rhetorical Reader, Murray’s and 
R. C. Smith’s Grammar, Parley’s and Goodrich’s 
Malte Brun’s Geography, Emerson’s, Colburn’s 
and Adam’s Arithmetic, Blair’s Rhetorick, Whelp- 
ley’s Compend of History, Whiton’s History of N. H. 
Conversations on Chemistry, Blake’s Natural Phi- 
losophy, and Vose’s Astronomy. 

Asa frequent change of books is both expensive 
and injurious, your committee recommend that no 
new book be introduced into the schools except those 
recommended by the committee.

Voted--That the whole of the literary fund be dis- 
tributed equally among the several school districts 
in town. | . 
The 10th article was dismissed. 

Voted--That one hundred dollars of the money rais- 
ed be appropriated to the repair of the fire engines. 

Voted--That the same part of the Police Laws of the 
town of Portsmouth, as was adopted the past year 
be adopted the current year. 

Voted--'T'o adopt all the laws of this state defining the 
powers and duties of firewards and other persons, 
In certain cases, except that part of the 10th sect. 
of the law passed Dec, 16th, 1828, which says, 
“and every such house or building which has eight 
fireplaces, shall be provided with four such buck- 
ets; and every such house or building which has 
more than eight fireplaces, shall be provided with 
six such buckets,” provided that every such house or 
building which has eight or more fireplaces, shall be 
provided with three such buckets ; and that the in- 
habitants of this town living more than half a mile, 
in any direction, from a line, beginning at the old 
north meeting house, and running southerly through 
the main street to Concord Bridge; and the in- - 
habitants living more than half a mile in any direc- 
tion from Orlando Brown’s house in the west vil- 
lage; and the inhabitants living more than three 
quarters of a mile in any direction from Stephen 
Ambrose’s store in the east village, be exempt from 
the operation of the whole of the said 10th section. 

Voted--T'o adopt the same By Laws to prevent 
horses, cattle, sheep and swine from going at large, 
as were adopted the past year; which is that no 
horses, cattle, sheep,or swine shall be allowed to go 
at large without the periaission of the Selectmen, 
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Voted--To adopt the laws passed January 4, 1833, 
regulating the office of Constable. 

Voted--'That the Selectmen be a committee to convey 
in the name and behalf of the town of Concord, to 
Samuel Currier the land and buildings formerly 
owned by him, and conveyed to said town, on his 
paying the sum advanced to him for the same 
and annual interest theron. 

Voted--'That the Selectmen be authorized to agree 
with Nathan Abbot and sons, Samuel B. Knowles, 
and Reuben Goodwin on a committee to examine 
and award damages for land taken fora road which 
report shall be final and conclusive. 

Voted--'l'o adopt the act passed June 27th, 1835, fie 
the prevention of the Small Pox, and for other 
purposes. 

Voted--That the Selectmen be authorized to demand 
the highest sum of Showmen in all cases. 

Voted--'That the Selectmen be authorized to with- 
hold licences for the sale of ardent spirit. 

Voted--'Vhat the Selectmen be authorized to locate 
and build a Pound on the Hast side of the river. 

Voted--That the 20th article in which is embraced 
the subject of recording the births, marriages, and 
deaths, be referred to the Selectmen, and they be 
authorized to make such arrangements as they may 
deem expedient. 

Voted--'V hat the proceedings of this meeting, and all 
reports, together with the By Laws of the Fire- 
wards, and the names of all persons on the check 
list, be published in pamphlet form and distrib- 
ute . 

Voted--'That the Selectmen be authorized to pur- 
chase land for a burying ground in West Village. 

Voted--'T'o accept the proposals of Abraham Bean, 
to collect the taxes in West District at 6 mills, the 
South District at 2 cents and 4 mills, and the Kast 
District at 9 mills on the dollar. 

Voted--That the Selectmen appoint Abraham Bean 
a collector of taxes for the currant year. 

Voted--'That the Poor House on the town farm be 
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made a House of Correction, and the overseer of 
said farm be Keeper of the same. 
The 21st article was disinissed. 

Yoted--'That the subject embraced in the 22d article 
be referred to the Selectmen, and they be request-. 
ed to report a statement of facts at the next annual 
meeting. 

Voted--That the Selectmen be authorized to request 
the proprietors of the Hay Scales near Mr. Asaph 
Evan’s store to be removed before the first day of 
August next. 

The meeting was then dissolved.

aAules and Wegulations, made and ordained by the 
Firewards of Concord, respecting the kindling, 
guarding and safe keeping of fires, and also for the 
prevention and extinguishing of fires Sic. March 
12th. 1836. 

Kesolved--That from and after the twelfth day of 
March, in the year of our Lorp, one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-six. ‘The following 
rules and regulations for preventing fires be ob- 
served by all persons dwelling or being within 
those portions of the town of Concord, included 
within the following limits, to wit :---Within the 
the territory bounded on the east by Merrimack 
river, on the west, by a line running paralell with 
the Main street and one mile west from said street ; 
on the south, by a line running from Merrimack 
river at a point forty rods south of Concord Bridge 
and thence west to the line above mentioned ; and 
on the north, by a line running east and west Cros- 
sing the highway leading to Boscawen at the cause- 
way over Woodsbrook, so called, north of George 
Arlin’s house, and extending from Merrimack riv- 
er to the line first above mentioned. Also, within 
the territory lying within one mile of the store of 
Stephen Ambrose ; and also, within the territory 
lying within three ‘fourths of a mile of Orlando 
Brown’s tavern, to wit : 
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First--All ashes kept in any building shall be depos- 
ited in vessels made of iron, tin or other metals, or 
in apartments made of materials not combustible ; 
and any wooden vessel in which ashes are deposi- 
ted, shall be placed and kept at least fifteen feet 
from any building or other combustible matter, pro- 
vided that nothing in this article shall be construed 
or taken to prevent depositing ashes in a leach-tub 
but for the purpose of bleaching or making soap, 
the same being immediately wet. 

Second-- A All shavings, or chips of wood, shall be sea- 
sonably removed from all buildings and deposited 
in suitable places, or burned under the direction of 
the Firewards ; and uo shavings, or other combus- 
tible, shall be burned in any street or highway, or 
Within ten rods of any building, without permission 
first obtained of one of the Firewards. 

Third--No person shall carry or have a lighted cigar 
or pipe in any barn, shed, or stable, either by day 
or by night. 

Fourth--No person shall carry any lighted torch or 
fire, by night or by day, within forty feet of any 
building, jumber, or other combustible matter, the 
burning of which would endanger the proper ty of 
any person or persons, unless the said torch or 
fire be contained in a covered vessel, made of in- 
combustible materials. 

Fifth_-It shall be the duty of every person or persons 
to make such alterations in his or her fire places, 
hearth, chimneys, stoves and stove pipes or funnels 
as any two or more of the Firewards shall direct ; 
and such alterations shall be made within three. 
days after notice to such person or persons shall be 
given by said F'irewards ; Provided that any person 
or persons notified as aforesaid, to make any such 
alterations as aforesaid, shall be excused from ma- 
king the same, on his or their promising within 
said three days, the consent, in writing ofa major- 
ity of all the Firewards of said town. 

Sizth--Every person, who shall violate any of the 
foregoing regulations, shall forfeit and pay for each 
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and every offence, a sum not exceeding ten dollars, 
nor less than one dollar, to be sued for and recov- 
ered according to the provision of the statute, in 
such case made and provided.
